Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 4,720,640. The improvement is a rotatable support formed in the 
shape of a cylinder and vertically sandwiching the rotor blades, the rotatable support being in 
contact at upper and lower ends with fixed horizontal support surfaces fixed to the shroud, 
thereby vertically supporting the rotor blades at a position intermediate the inner ends and distal 
ends of the rotor blades.
